Election/Restriction 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S. C. 121: 
Group I: Claims 1-9, drawn to a dishwasher having a controller, classified in Class 134, 
subclass 57D. 

Group II: Claims 19-22, drawn a method of diverting a portion of the washing fluid into a 
filter chamber within which soil from the washing fluid is entrapped, classified in Class 134, 
subclass 25.2. 

Group III: Claims 10-18 and 23-24, drawn to a dishwasher having means for sensing 
plurality of dynamic operating parameters, classified in Class 134, subclass 58D. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Inventions II and I are related as process and apparatus for its practice. The inventions 
are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1) the process as claimed can be practiced by another 
materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the apparatus as claimed can be used to practice 
another and materially different process. (M.P.E.P. § 806.05(e)). In this case the process as 
claimed can be practiced by another materially different apparatus such as without a controller or 
the apparatus as claimed can be used to practice another and materially different process such as 
without diverting a portion of fluid or initiating a drain operation by sensing fluid in overflow 
tube. 

Groups I and III are unrelated apparatuses since group I, does not require means for 
sensing a current of a motor. 

Groups II and III are unrelated inventions since group III, does not require to divert a 
portion of washing fluid to the filter. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, have acquired a separate status 
in the art because of their recognized divergent subject matter, the search required for Group I is 
not required for Group II, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
